DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pipitone et al. (United States Patent 3,969,592), hereinafter referenced as Pipitone. 

Regarding claim 1, Pipitone discloses a push button controlled call number 
selector for a dial equipped telephone. In addition, Pipitone discloses a dial buffer 
adapted to contain a plurality of tone generator commands and a tone generator 
adapted to generate tones in accordance with a sequence of the plurality of tone 
generator commands, wherein the tone generator commands include a first command 
corresponding to a mimicked activation of a particular key, and a second command 
corresponding to a mimicked release of the particular key, as disclosed at column 3, line 
16 through column 5, line 44 and exhibited in figure 3. 

Regarding claims 10 and 12, they are interpreted and thus rejected for the 
reasons set forth above in the rejection of claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-9, 1 1 , and 13-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
